May it please your Excellency, 

I have the honour to submit detailed Tables regarding Emigration from Ireland 
during the year 1903, showing by Sexes, the ages, occupations, and civil or conjugal 
condition of the Emigrants, with the ports at which they embarked, and their intended 
destinations. 

According to the Returns received from the Enumerators, the Emigrants who left 
Irish ports during the year 1903 numbered 40,659, or 9-2 per 1,000 ot the estimated 
population of Ireland in the middle of the year, being an increase of 258 in comparison 
"a* in 6 emi S ration * n year the number of males who emigrated was 19,303, 

or 410 more than in the previous year, and of females 21,356, a decrease of 152. 

There were 39,789 natives of Ireland of the total Emigrants in 1903, and 870 were 
persons belonging to other countries. In comparison with 1902, the number of 
Emigrants, natives of Ireland, shows a decrease of 401, and the number of persons 
belonging to other countries an increase of 659. 

The number of Emigrants from each Province ill the years 1902 and 1903, by 
bexes, with the increase or decrease in the latter year, is shown in Table 1. Of the 
39,789 natives of Ireland who left the country last year, 4,290, or 3 '7 per 1,000 of 
the population of the Province in 1901, were from Leiuster ; 14,704, or 13 7 per 
1,000, from Munster ; 9,670, or 61 per 1,000, from Ulster ; 11,054, or 171 per 
1,000, from Connaught ; and there were 71 cases in which the county was unspecified — 
the total number being equal to 81) per 1,000 of the population of Ireland in 1901. 

-Lemster exhibits an increase of 596, Munster a decrease of 1,168, Ulster an increase of 
0 ( 9, and Connaught a decrease of 479 Emigrants, in 1903, as compared with the 
emigration in 1902.

EMIGRATION STATISTICS OF IRELAND, 1903. 


The collection of Emigration Returns commenced on the 1st May, 1851. From that 
date to the 31st of December, 1903, the total number of Emigrants — natives of 
Ireland — who left Irish ports is 3,961,011, — 2,058,907 males, and 1,902,104 females. 
The following Table (II.) gives the number in each year and shows that the highest 
number in any one year, was 190,322, in 1852, and the lowest, 32,241, in 1S98. In the 
decade, from 1866 to 1875, the average number of Emigrants, was 74,067; in the 
decade, 1856 to 1865, the average annual number amounted to 88,272, and in'the four 
preceding years, from 1852 to 1855, the number averaged 148,985 annually. In 1876 the 
number fell to 37,587, the lowest number for any of the 26 years, 1851-76. After 1876 
it increased steadily , but slowly, for three years to 38,503 in 1877, 41,124 in 1878, and 
47,065 in 1879. In I860 the number rose to 95,517, but it fell to 78,417, in 1881.’ In 
1882, however, an increase of 10,719 took place ; there was a further increase in 1883, in 
which year the Emigrants amounted to 108,724 ; then a decrease of 32, 861 took place’ in 
1884, compared with 1883, and a decrease of 13,329, in 1885, compared with 1S84 
followed by an increase of 1,101, in 1886, and a further increase of 19,788, in 1887 in 
which year the number was 82,923. After 1887 there was a gradual annual decline to 
35,895, m 1894 ; in 1895 the number rose to 48,703 ; it then fell to 38,995, in 1896 • to 
32,535, in 1897 ; and to 32,241 in 1898. It rose to 41,232, in 1899, and to 45.288*. in 
1900, and fell to 39,613 in 1901 ; rising to 40,190 in 1902. It fell to 39,789 in 1903.

It appears from this Table that during- tile above period 4,000,198 persons emigrated 
from Irish ports Of these, 8,981,011 were natives of Ireland, and 45,182 were persons 
belonging to other countries. The former number (3,901,011) is equivalent to 740 per 
cent, ot the average population!; Munster having contributed 1,893,846 persons, being 
equal to 100-1 per cent, of the average population of the province ; Connaught, 050,118“ 
or (86 per cent. ; Lister, 1,111,715,01- 62-3 per cent. ; and Leinster, 094,593, equivalent 
to 51-p per cent, of its average population!. In 110,739 cases the comity from which the 
persons came, was not specified m the returns ; since 1876, however, this information has 
been given in every case, with the exception of 53 in 1880 and 71 in 1903.

.•■migrant*. ^ a pp ears that 80 - 9 per cent, of the persons who left Ireland in 1903 were between 
the ages of fifteen and thirty-five years, the percentage over that age being 9*5, and of 
children under fifteen years 9’G. The corresponding percentages in 1902 for the three 
age-periods given above, were 81 5, 9*9, and 8’G respectively. The percentage of the 
Emigrants in 1901, who were from fifteen to thirty-five years of age, was 80*5 ; in 1900 
the percentage was 82 2 : in 1899 it was 82-9 ; in 1898. 82-3 ; in 1897, 83-0 ; in 1890 
837 ; in 1895, 847 ; in 1894, 83-1 ; in 1893, 85-0: in 1892, 83-2 ; in 1891, 82-5 ; in 
1890, 81-0; in 1889, 797 ; in 1888, 80-1 ; in 1887, 79\8 ; in 1886, 787 ; in 1885, 75-2 ; 
in 1884, 70-5 ; in 1883, 67 <.) ; in 1882, 74’8 ; in 1881, 70 0 ; and in 1880, 75 7 per cent.’

. ‘’sons of this age forming 39-8 per cent, of the entire number of Emigrants. 

Of the males who emigrated, 19,303 in number, 2,094, or 10 8 per cent., xmm 
described as married men or widowers; and of the 21,356 females, 2,968, or 13-' 
cent., were returned as married or widowed. Of the 16,170 persons between the 
of 20 and 25 years, 236 only were married — 40 males and 196 females. 

The destinations of the emigrants — natives of Ireland — from each county during the 
. y ear 1903 is shown in the Table at page 13. From this it appears that 36 142 or 90\3 
emigrant b. per cent., went to the Colonies or to Foreign Countries; and 3,647, or <)-2 per cent.., 
to Great Britain. The United .States of America received 33,501, or 84-2 per cent., of 
the number of these Emigrants in 1903, compared with an average of 34,706, or 83'5 
per cent., for the four preceding years. The number of Emigrants to New’ Zealand, 
in 1903 was 67 as compared with 74 in 1902. Emigration to Canada shows a large 
increase m 1903 compared with 1902, the numbers bemg 1,493 in 1903, and 732 in 1902.

The number of Emigrants to the United States in 1903 was 33,501. Of this total 
Munster provided 13,886, Connaught 10,765, Ulster 5,183, and Leinster 3,596. Leinster 
contributed 138 of the 380 who left for Australia. Ulster furnished the largest con- 
tingent to Canada — 1,214 out of a total of 1,493.

The 'Table at page 13 shows further, in addition to the destinations of the Emigrants 
in 1003, the population in 1001, and the ratio of Emigrants to every 1,000 of the 
population for each county and province. From this it will be seen that the highest 
Provincial rate was 17 T per 1,000 of the population for Connaught; Munster came 
next with a rate of 13 v ; the rates for Ulster and Leinster were respectively 6-1 and 
3-7 per 1*000. The highest County rates were — Mayo, 207; Kerry, 18-2;’ Galway 
17*2 ; Leitrim, 15 - 6 ; Cork, 15 *4 ; Roscommon, 141; Clare, 13*3; Slum, 18T : 
Longford, I2*fi ; Waterford, 104 ; Tipperary, 10*3 ; and Cavan, lO'O. ’ ^ 


The occupations and ages of the Emigrants of each sex in 1903 will be found in the 
Table on pages 10-11. From this it will be seen that of the 17,35G males ao-ed 15 years 
and upwards, 12,889 or 74'3 per cent., were returned as ‘‘labourers ; ” and of the 19,403 
females of these ages, 15,173 or 78'2 per cent., were entered as “servants.”
